The grinding of grains into meal, grist, and to refined flour has gone through 
many improved methods. 


The aborigines Indian women used two rocks to grind their corn into a usable 
meal to make food. The two rocks had names. The large flatter stone was placed on the 
ground and was saucer-shaped and called the “metatee”. The smaller, elongated stone 
was held in the hand or two hands. It was called the “mano”. She would place a limited 
number of kernels on the flat stone and then grind them with the smaller stone, first 
crushing the kernels and finally grinding them into a coarse meal. The Indians learned 
this method from the Spanish. 


The Pioneers used coffee-grinders to make a very coarse wheat grist, which they 
had to cook for a long time. It was not satisfactory. 


Later a horse-powered, chopper, hopper mill was contrived by William P. 
Reynolds and Ephraim Smith. The horse pulled a long oak arm around and around in a 
circle, which drove an iron grinder and ground the wheat into a finer grist. This helped. 


It was not till 1862 that Johannes Halmah Van Wagoner used an over-shot water 
wheel in Snake Creek, at Benjamin Mark Smith’s Grove in Stringtown, to drive his 
home-made grist mill. He actually chiseled two large 24” round millstones—one 
stationary at the top and a mobile stone to grind a finer grist, This was more satisfactory. 
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
